ON THE TRAIN, August 9.—In the mountains of 
Virginia, nearly one thousand feet above the sea- 
level, Ihave found a matchin some respects for 
Anniston, the magic city of Alabama. 

Less than two years ago, the prgjectors of the 
Shenandoah Valley railroad, then building, deter- 
mined too make acity at Big Lick, the point where 
their road crosses the Norfolk and Western, 
which is also under their control. Big Lick was 
then astraggling old-fashioned village, of perhaps 
300 inhabitants. 

Now, in eighteen mouths there is a city of 

5000 people, with two national banks, solid blocks 
of stores, water works, gas, six tobacco factories, 
$2,000,000 worth of machineshops, furniture, carri- 
age and spoke factories. New buildings are con- 
stantly going up,and the managers of the new city, 
Roanoke, claim that on its anniversary it 
will have 10,000 inhabitants. It‘is curious 
such arecord of city building in the 
surpassing anything known in the west or 
‘west. Aud yet the work was a simple one.

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The Roanoke Land and Improvement company 
was organized collaterally to the Shenandoah Valiey 
railroad company. The capital was $400,000, with 
which 2,000 acres of land, was 
bought at an average cost of 
$145 an acre. A firsi-class hotel was built—as good 
in appointments and keeping as could be found in 
New York—setona hill and surrounded witha 
beautiful park and fountains and tlowerveds—at a 
cost of about $60,000. A large building, in the 
Queen Annie style and exceedingly attractive, was 
erected at a cost of about $40,000 for the offices of 
the compuny and stores. .A system of water works 
Was established, the streets laid out, sewers and 
drains made, and lots offered for sale. In the 
meantime the railroad company had begun its shops 
ona scale that would require the outlay of two 
million dollars, and the land company was build- 
ing houses to hold the workmen. 

The lots went like wild fire. Land that had been 
bought at $115 an acre sold at $5,000 to $10,000, an 
acre. The Crozier steel and iron works, withfata- 
pacity of 100 tons a day, bought property and erect- 
edacostly plant, One tobacco factory after another 
Wwas,built, until six are now in operation,and the to- 
bacco trade of Roavoke is said to equal that of 
Lynchburg. Of course planing mills and brickyards 
were needed to facilitate the great work of build- 
ing, and they Came. Banks were needed to carry 
on the burdens of business, and two national banks 
were organized and are now in operation. The 


railrcad companies had already built a commod- | 


ious and handsome station, and are now beginning 
4 union depot that will be unique and perfect. 

And now at the end of a year and a half how do 
the books of the land company stand? 

Of the 2,000 acres 500 have been sold. Out of the 
proceeds of this sale, water works have been built 
at a cost of $90,000; houses, belonging to the com- 
pany, have been built ata cost of $165,000, exclu- 
Sive of the hotel aud company block which were 
paid for out of the original capital; the city has 
been laid off, trees planted, the whole place beauti- 
fied and a dividend of 3 percent semi-annually 
paid on the capital, 

I asked Mr. DeArmont, the secretary of the com 
pany, what the remaining 1,500 acres of the com- 
pany’s land and the company’s buildings and pro- 
perty were worth to-day. He replied: 

“An offer of $5,000,000 cash would not buy 
it. Sold at onceit would bring $3,000,000. Sold as 
we propose to sell it, it will bring nearer 
$10,000,000.”"’ 

All this has been done with $400,000 eapital, on 
which interest has been paid regularly, in a year 
and a half, ina southern state,and among remote 
mountain, towards which immigratiou has not even 
turned its face. If the city of Roanoke gets no 
backset, the profits to the land company made out 
of the town it built, will be large enough to have 
paid for the building of the road of which it is the 
mere incident. 


THE STORY OF LURAY 
is equally interesting and shows the same energy 
on the part of the road and its friends. 

A wandering photographer—and, by the way, 
what novelist will ever embalm in prnt the charm- 
ing vagabondage and delicate adventure of a 
wandering photographer’s life—who chanced to be 
near Luray (then Loraine), was impressed with the 
belief that there was a cavernous formation in some 
of the hills that throng about the  vil- 
lage. Why he thought so, only those 
who know how thoréugbly such a man must study 
mature and acquaint himself with woodcraft can 
understand. At any rate he persuaded to his views a 
locai hunter named Campbell, and the two started 
out on a systematic and persistent search tora hole 
in the ground. 

Foralong timne they were unrewarded. One 
morning, however, they came upon a bowl-like 
depression ia the gide of a mountain, from which 
they thoughta vague current of air was issuing. 
They began picking through the loose stone and 
sand that made the bottom of the sink and, after 
going about ten feet, dropped through an open cay- 
ity of indeterminate dimension. A rope was tied 
around Campbell’s body, and he went far enough 
to discover that the new found cavern was vast and 
measureiess. The hole was then carefully covered 
overand the discoverers, keeping their secret, 
sought the owner of the land. On asrhort bargain 
they bought the iand for $400, and‘took the deeds, 


They then disclosed their secret, secured help and 
made a thorough exploration ot the cave. This 
exploration opened up the wierdest, most pictur- 
esqueand marvellous range‘of underground scen- 
ery, in my opinion, in the world. I do 
not see how anything can surpass 
it. For more than five miles winding passages lead 
through vaulted and fluted chambers large enough 
to quartera regiment, past pools of crystal water 
caught in glistening basins, through corridors of 
enchanting beauty into vast and silent cathedrals 
and beyond arehways, to pass under which a child 
must bow its head—all filled with stalactites, knol!s 
and columns, fashioned through the patient and 
ceaseless work of centuries upon centuries into the 
most singular resemblancesand similitudes that are 
startling. Nowhere is there a sign of life, except 
that in one huge chamber a solitary bat flutters in 
uncertain circles amid the lofty tops of fluted col- 
umns. No other bat was seen there—and this 
one was sO wizened and wrinkled 
that he might have been distilled from the darkness 
aud dungeon-like vapors of the cavern—the one 
blind and pinched and chilled evolution of a cycle 
of gloom and silence. There is one other sign of 
life—the skeleton of a human being half imbedded 
in the bottom of a gorge. Ages ago, this man, of 
perhaps a race the memory of which does not sur- 
vive, was doubtless lost in the cavern. Falling into 
this chasm, struggling against its clammy sides in 
the utter darkness and filling the awful stillness 
with his dying cries, he must have died there. And 
now holiday crowds of a race, as strange to him as 
the phantoms with which his last terrors peopled 
the blackness of the cave, pause with laughing 
speculation over his bones, and the feet of children 
run trippingly over the ways where he perished so 
helplessly. 


As soon as the railroad people became satisfied of 
the extent and beauty of the newly discovered 
cave, they organized a company with a capital of 
$100,000, and bought the cave from Mr. Campbell 
and the photographer. The price given was $40,- 
000, but before it was paid over the former owner 
of the land, who, in ignorance of the cave,had sold 
it for $400, moved toset his sale aside on the ground 
of fraud. He contended that he had sold simply 
the top of the ground, and not what was under it. 
The courts decided he was right, and ordered the 
$40,000 paid to him, instead of the discoverers. 
These latter got nothing, and Campbell is now a

guide forthe company onasalary. After paying 
$10,000 for the cave the company built the Luray 
inn, a perfect model of a Swiss hotel, ata cost of 
$50,000. A charge of $1 is made for entrance to the 
cave, and last year 25,000 persons paid this fee. Ex- 
cursions are run twice a week and bring from 300 to 
600 people on a train. 


There is one thing the Shenandoah Vallay read has 
done that other southern roads might well imitate.

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AN INHUMAN BROTHER’S ACT. 


A Chicago Man Charged by His Four Sisters with an 
Attempt te Murder. 

CHICAGO, August 11.—Alexander Kennedy, an 
employe at Revell’s, corner of Randolph street and 
Fifth avenue, was held in the criminal court to-day 
on the charge of assault with intent to murder. His 
four sisters, who reside at No. 134 Centre avenue, 
stood in the witness stand and told the story of the 
Last night, it appeared, the brother, 
who room in tne same house with his 
sisters, went home about 9 o’clock under the in- 
fluence of liquor, which was notan unusual occur- 
rence. He quarreled with his oldest sister and 
threatened to blow her brains out, and as she start- 
ed to run down stairs he followed her and fired a 
shot at her, but the ball missed her and imbedded 
itself at the bottom of the stairway. Two other sis- 
ters heard the shot and the angry words of .-the 
brother,and hurriedly threw a rope out of the 
second story window and sought safety by sliding 
to the ground, while the fourth, paralyzed with 
fear, hid in a closet and remained there 
for several hours. The police were sent for, but 
the inhuman brother had barricated the door and 
threatened to kill tho first person who attempted 
to open it. Captain Bonfield was present, and 
knowing from the man’s manner that he intended 
to carry his threatinto execution, left him in pos 
session Of the house and retired, An officer re- 
mained in the vicinity, and afier midnight 
endeavered to coax the man into allowing his 
sisters to enter the house and _ “retire. 
Kennedy requested tosee one of them and leaned 
out of » window wita the revolverin bis hand and 
would have shot her when she appeared if bis in- 
tention had not been detected. Then he threaten- 
ed to kill the officer, and that individual kept out 
of sight. At2 o’clork Kennedy went up-stairs and 
laid down and the oificer got into the house and 
srresfed him.

THE TELEGRAPHERS. 


Kailroad Operators outon tne Fie'd.—The Situation 
etched. 

New YorK, August 11.—At a meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the brotherhood las! evering 
it was stated that at six o’clock the 150 operators on 
the Pittsburg, Cincinnatiand St. Louis railway, 
went out ona strike, leaving but two menat work. 
A dispatch from Chicago stated that only 9 men 
out of 500 have gone back to work. Encouraging 
reports from Boston,. Baltimore, Washington and 
other points were read. It was acknowledged that 
five men have gone back to work yesterday, to the 
Western Union company in this city. 

PITTSBURG, August 11.— At six o'clock last eve- 
ning the threatened strike of the telegraphers em 
ployed by the Pittsburg, Cincinna'li and st. Louis 
railway company was inaugurated. The company 
Aecided to insist that commercial! business should 
be received, and summarily discharged Asssistant 
Superintendent Devern, stationed at Columbus, 
Ohio, who was known to be in sympathy with 
the brotherhood. The determination was 
communicated to the operators and 
was immediately followed by an order to strike at 6 
o'clock, which was sent-out by Master Workman 
Egan. The order was obeyed byall operators in 
the city, including the chief train dispatcher, and 
seems to have beea generally observed along the 
line. Superintendent Taylor admits this fact, but 
says the strike has not extended beyond Dennison, 
Ohio. 

PittspuRG, Aucust 11.—The strike on the Pan- 
handle railroad, which the telegraphers inaugura- 
ted last evening, is over.

LYNCHED FOR MURDER. 


A Miller County Husband Murders Hila Wife, and 
is Lynched by the Indignant Citizens. 
Special to the Constitution. 

BAINBRIDGE, Ga., August 11.—On Tuesday morn- 
ing last,in Miller county, Joe Fulford, a farmer, 
with the aid of Harry Bradley,a negro, brutally mur- 
dered his wife, who at the time was unable to turn 
herself in bed. The negro beat her over the head 
with a club until insensible, and then her 
husband choked the remaining spark of life out. 


Fulford then thired his accomplice and another 
negro, named Huben Robertson to haul the body 
to Spring creek, a mile avd a half distance, and 
sink it in the deepest part. Fulford then reported 
her absence, and scught to create the impression 
thar she he suicided by drowning. 
The neighborhood searched the country all 
Tuesday evening and night, and on Wednesday the 
body was found, having risen, snd marks were 
found upon her person bearing out the facts given. 
He was arrested, but denied his guilt, and remark- 
ed that he would not have his wife murdered for 
five dellars. The two negroes were then arrested on 
suspicion from some language they 
were heard to use, and they 
made a full confession, giving the facts as recited. 
A coroner's jury rendered a verdict charging the 
three men with the crime. A preliminary trial 
was had at Colquitt on yesterday, and they were 
held for murder. There was talk of burning the 
trio at a stake in the courthouse yard, but 
wiser counsels prevailed until the friendly shades of 
night was spread over the earth Between the 
hours of tenand twelve last night Fulford and 
Harry Bradley were taken from the jail and hanged 
toa convenient timber near the jail,and their bodies 
perforeted with bullets. Their bodies were found 
this morning. Fulford’s father is a man of consider- 
able means, and is respected by his neighbors. 
The general sentiment of the country will approve 
the act of Judge Lynch, since within tWo years two 
innocent women have been murdered in the same 
vicinity, and in the former ‘case two of the guilty 
parties escaped punishment by breaking jail and 
fleeing the country.

The Prisoners Bound Over for Appearance at the Next 
Term of the Circuit Court.

BANDOLA KILLED, 


A Startling Sensation from the Korder }Land—An 
Amburcade. 


TOMBSTONE, Arizona, August 11.—A special to the 
Epitaph says Captain McGreen arrived last evening 
from Casochaca, Sonora, and brings startling intel- 
ligenece. Colonel Bandola, of the 22d Mexican 
regulars, commanding the forces operating against 
the Indians, was killed on the 24 by one San Carlos 
Pete. first brought to Captain 
McGreen’s ccmpany by six Mexicans.

In pursuance of section first of tax act approved 
December 9, 1582, which requires the governor, with 
the assistance of the com) trolier-general, to levy a 
percentage on the taxable property of this state 
suflicient to meet the financial requirements there- 
of, which should not exceed twoand one half tenths 
of one per cent, after estimating as nearly as practi- 
cable the amountin value of the taxable property 
in the state, as shown by the digests: It is ordered 
that two and one-half tenths of one per cent be ass- 
essed and collected upon the amount of the value of 
the taxable property returned by or assessed against 
each tax payer, and upon the value of all property 
in this state subject to taxation ad valorem. 

TALK WITH MR. LITTLE. 

Hon. William A, Little, chairman of the house 
finance committee, is well posted on the financial! 
condition of the and knowing thatall our 
people in this state ought to be proud and interest. 
ed in the progress of the state, we sent to ascertain 
his views on the state debt, the rate of taxation,and 
how much property the state has. Our reporter 
found him willing to talk on these questions and 
we submit an interview with him to our readers. 
Without much introduction we went to the main 
question with leading questions, and asked him 
first: 


State, 


THE RATE OF TAXATION, 

‘*‘Will there be any increase in the present rate of 
taxes, Mr. Little?’’ 

‘‘Tne present rate of taxation,’’ he replied, ‘‘wil! 
in my judgment be sufficient, with other available 
funds, to afford a sufficient revenue for the state.”’ 

‘‘What is the present rate?”’ 

‘*The rate is now two and one-half tenths of one 
per cent, having been reduced from three-tenths of 
one per cent by the present general assembly in 
Novem ber last.’’ 

‘*This general rate is not all the revenue derived 
from taxes, is it?”’ 

“This general rate of taxation is of course largely 
increased by the Special and particular taxes pro- 
vided forin the general tax bill Besides these, 
one hundred and eighty thousand dollars has been 
raised by the sale of certain United States bonds, 
received from sale of the Macon and Brunswick 
railroad, and there remains yet to be paid the state 
by the purchasers of that property, quite a large 
sum, now about seven huudred thousand dollars, 
which can be paid at any time within next three 
years. The balance of purchase mouey bears inter- 
estat rate of tive per cent per annum.’’ 

‘*How is this purcbase money to be applied under 
our state law?’’ 

‘This purchase morey, can of course under the 
constitution, be applied only to payment ef the 
public debt, but we reckon that the revenue from 
taxation will dothis, so when any portion of that 
sum isso applied there will remain an equal sum 
raised from taxation, to be disposed of. However 
this may be, the steady increase in the values of 
taxable property of the state, bids fair soon to af- 
ford as mucn revenue at the reduced rate, as was 
raised a few years ago, at three tenths.”’ 

‘Have you an idea how much the taxable proper 
tyfof the state has increased since 1581°”’ 

‘*The increase in the taxable property in the state 
is very marked. This increase it: 1882, over 1881, was 
more than sixteen anda quarter million doliars. 
The digests for 1883, are now being received, and of 
course no definite amount of increase can be named, 
butitis believea that the increase of 188:}, over 1882, 
will be twenty or twenty-five million dollars.’’ 

THE BONDED DEBT. 

‘‘What is the bonded debt of the state and what 
rate of interestis paid’’’ 

‘The total recognized bonded debt of the state is 
£9 445,500 The bonds bear interest at the rates as fol 
lows: $6 547.500, bear interest at the rate of seven 
percent; »2,598,000, bearinterest at the rate of six 
percent perannum; $300,000 bear interest at the 
rate of eight per cent per annum.’’ 

‘“‘When do these bonds fall due?’’ 

“The principal of the debt falls due as follows: 
1886, $4,000,000 ; 1889, $2,298,000; 1890, $2,098,000: 1892, 
$307 500; 1896, $342,000; 1884, $100,000; 1885, $100,000. 
You will see that of the Nutting or 8 per cent bouds 
but $300,000 remain to be paid. Of this amount 
$100,000 matures yearly—and the interest on the 
public debt is yearky diminished by the interest on 
$100,000—$s 000,to and including the yesr 1886. 
when last of these bonds mature. You will further 
notice that within the next eight years, the princi- 
pal of over eight and one quarter million dollars of 
our debt will mature, and of this amourt, four 
million will fall due in 188,and the next general 
assembly, that of next year, will be charged wi h 
the duty of providing for the redemption of these 
boncs.’ 

‘How are these bonds to be paid as they mature”’’ 

“There are of course but two waysto dispose of 
the subject. Pay the bonds, or fund them. We have 
not, nor will we have withouta sale of the public 
property, funds to pay the bonds, nor is it practica- 
ble or desirable to raise the amount by taxation 
The balenece from sale of Macon and Brunswick 
railroad heretofore mentioned, would be available, 
but not sufficient.”’ 

‘Is there any trouble to fund our debt at a low 
rate of interest as it falls due?’’ 

“This debt coula be funded readily, and in 5 per 
cent bonds, unless some great stringency in the 
money markets occurs about the time of their ma- 
turity. and when funded, the annual interest 
would be reduced nearly eighty thousand dollars. 
Andinthatevent you would have, the taxable 
property increasing, the rate of taxation reduced, 
and theinterest on the public debt. so-largely di- 
minvished as to warrant the liberal support of the 
state and itsinstitutions, without any perspective 
increase of the low rate of taxation.’’ 

THE PUBLIC PROPERTY. 

‘The state hasa large quantity of public proper- 
ty. Is there nor enough to pay off our debt, and do 
you think it advisable to sell it?”’ 

‘‘The public property is very near sufficient in 
value to pay off the entire debt. and in my own 
opinion itis very questionable whether or not it 
would be better to sell the State road and use the 
proceeds in extinguishment of the debt. It is 
thought that the property will bring $8,000,000. it 
ought under no circumstances to be parted with ex- 
cept for full value and with proper restrictious 
against discrimination, but for this price, and with 
a carefully guarded charter, there are many rea- 
sens why the road should be sold. Among them 
are: 1. The property Would be added to the taxa- 
ble property of the state. 2. It will removea dis- 
turbing element from the politics of the state and 
save time and moneyin the investigations, suits, 
leases, etc. 3. The property of the state is but the 
property of the people; its burdens, the burdens of 
the people at large; its resources and 
revenues rest on taxation. Now, it is 
indisputable that tax should be imposed in as light 
a form as possible, and only for the support of the 
governmenat—and the le:s the machinery, the less 
wiil be the tax as well as the opportunity for specu- 
lation in public place. The right and policy of 
owning and operating a railroad carrics with it the 
contingency Of loss in so doing, and it is neither 
logical nor proper policy, in. my judgment, to own 
a property purchased by taxation and operate it 
under a contingency of loss to be made good by 
taxation. 

“Is there now any proposition pending to dispose 
of the State road by s:le’”’ 

‘Not that I know «f. I. hare no idea now of 
either introducing or supporting a bill to meet these 
views. Itisa matter which the people should di- 
rect, and on which they shonld be heard, and be- 
sides, there is no immediate action necessary; but 
the time is not far off when the matter should be 
s¢riously considered, as it will agoubtless be, with: 
out any precipitate action.’’ 

A BRIGHT FINANCIAL OUTLOOK, 

‘Whatis your opinion of the financial condition 
of the state, after a thorough examination, and 
what do you think is the general outlook, finan- 
cially, for Georgi?’’ 

“On the whole,the prospect for Georgia financial- 
ly is bright. with the conditions of owning property 
almost sufficient to pay her debt, the value of 
har taxable property rapidly increasing, 
it would follow that, with fair 
management, her low rate of taxation need not 
be increased to make her condition as favorabie 
asany of the states of the union, north, east or 
wes'. 

“What about a new capitol for the state?” _ 

“That question will be up before the legisla- 
ture during the coming week. and I don’t care to 
discuss a question that is to. be acted on so soon in 
tne legislature with a newspaper reporter.’

WiILSON’S CREEK, 


A Reunton of Union and Confederate Soldiers on the 
Old Batiefield.

RIOTOUS RISINGS. 


The Developments of Republicanism in Spain—Riot ia 
Pesth, 

Lonpon, August 11.—A dispatch to the Exchange 
telegraph company from Paris asserts that Ruiz 
Zorilla is in Spain, where he is personally directing 
the risingsin thatcounty, which it is declared are 
spreading. An important cabinet council was held 
in Madridto-day. The Madrid correspondent of 
the Post says the outbreaks in Spain are the result 


of ascheme which Ruiz Zorilla have been planning 
for the last six years. One hundred of the men who 
participated in the revolt et seo 
De Urgel have returned from Andena 
whither they had fled. Fifty have surreaodered 
theirarms. The remainder, however, demurred to 
vielding them up to civilians but negotiations 
for their surrender are now proceeding. The vat- 
ican has sent instructions to the bishopsin Spain 
to abstain frem sharing inthe present political-agi- 
tation in that country. 

General Quasada is massing fresh troops along 
the linesof railway in the Casque province. The 
party favorable to the maintenauce of Taros in the 
Casque provinces declare that they have no connec- 
tion with the disloyal agitation. The king and 
queen of Spain have received calls from a large 
number of persons who came to »TO- 
test their loyalty to the crown. rhe 
Exchange telegraph company has a dispa'ch 
from Gibraltar saying the civil officials of the Span- 
ish town of Algeras, on the wes: side of the bay, 
and six miles from Gibraltar. came into the latter 
place thisevening, and remained there during the 
night, as they feared revoltsin the town. Martial 
law was proclaimed at Algeras today. An official 
despatch from San Ildefonso, says the insurrection 
in Spain is entirely ended. Part of the Seo de 
Urge! insurgents have entered France, and the re- 
mainder have surrendered to the erown authori- 
ties. Complete tranquility prevails thorughout the 
peninsula, 

LONDON, August 11.—A correspondent of the 
Standard at Victoria, in the province of Alava, 
Spain, says: I have interviewed General Quesada, 
who believes that order can be maintained in his 
command of the six Basque provinces. Senors 
Sagusta, Concho and many other Spanish notables 
have passed through here on their way to Madrid 
to offer their services to the crown. It is expected 
that Prime Minister Sagasta will ‘scon revi ke the 
state of seige.

Defoor was 
shot in the shoulder and thigh, and Howard 
Thompson through the hand. ‘There is some 
doubt as to who did the shooting, but it was 
either Moses Riggin or Dave Riggin, or both. 
Mose Riggin is whatis generally called ‘“‘a 
bad nigger,’ and has several times played 
a prominent part in little per 
formances of this kind. He shot Ed Defoor 
last Christmas at a negro dance, and it is said 
that he is wanted in both Fulton and Pike 
counties for similar offenses, After the shoot- 
ing at Rock Head he lit out, and has not been 
yet captured. He stated before leaving, how- 
ever, that he would give the neighborhood the 
pleasure of another visit from .him, as there 
are still three men and one woman whom 
he intends to kill. 

The LaGrange Reporter records a horrible 
tale of brutality from Harrisonville. Lizzie 
Robinson, an unmarried colored woman, liv- 
ing on Mr. Robert Boozer’s -place, gave birth 
toachildon Friday night. A day or two 
afterwards it was found in asack in asmoke 
house, not yet dead, but with itsskull crushed, 
left arm and right hand broken, and bruises 
on the top of the head and on the back. No 
one was present at the birth but the woman 
and her paramour, J eff Hutchs 
inson, who studiously kept  other- 
away until the child had been put out of the 
way. Coroner Davis was summ@ned to the 
scene on Sunday evening, and held an in- 
quest,,working on the case all night, the re- 
sult of which was that Hutchinson was ar- 
rested and carried before Magistrate J. H. 
Ringer, who, upon the evidence, committed 
him to Troup county jail on Monday. Mr. 
B. Hammett was foreman of the jury. The 
woman is under arrest, and will also be jailed 
as soon as her condition will warrantit. It 
was a most diabolical deed and the guilt of it 
seéms to be fixed on the pair. 

Meriwether Vindicator: Judge Daniel 
Keith, the oldest citizen of the middle ninth 
district and who lacks buta few daysof being 
eigthy five years old, has been enjoying a 
visit from his grandchildren during the past 
week. From Louisiana came two grandsons, 
Perry and Henry Keith, one of whom had 
never seen his grandfather. They are sons of 
Henry Keith, live in Caddo parish and poss- 
ess fine farms and will make their mark in 
the world. Professor Featherston, of Palmet- 
to, whose wife is a granddaughter of Judge 
Keith, was a'so present. J. L. Carre- 
ker, of Pike, who married the youngest 
daughter of Judge Keith came 
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grandchildren and twenty-five great grand- 
cbildren. “Only one of his children stil] sur- 
vives. He has reared and educated ten or 
twelve of his grandchildren, and is making a 
a beginning on the third generation. Anold 
man full of years and godd works, may he yet 
live long enough to bestow the care and bless- 
ings upon those still around him. Although 
he says he reckons he has lived long enough, 
still he is willing to be subject to God's will 
and finish his work with faithfulness and 
patience. 

Cedartown Advertiser: On Thursday even- 
ing Jjast our marshal, Mr. John P. Duke, ar- 
rested five persons who drove into town in a 
smallcovered wagon. He had. previous to 
their arrival, received a telegram from the 
sheriff of Henry county so closely describing 
the party and asking their arrest, that he felt 
no hesitancy in believing he had seized the 
right persons. Two young men by the name 
of Smith who had severely used up a school 
teacher named Hamrick, in the rural pre- 
cincts were the real persons wanted by the 
Henry county officer, and the vehicle 
containing five persons having left 
the county immediately after the af- 
fray, it was believed they were 
amongthe number. Their destination by in- 
quiry having been ascertained as Sand moun- 
tain, this was oneof the points selected to 
head them off. The parties arrested protest- 
ed their ignorance of the aflair and exhibited 
personal papers and other evidénce such as 
to convince the officers here of the truth of 
their statements, and they were soon dismiss- 
ed from custody. The sheriffof Henry hay 
ing been notified immediately after the arrest, 
came on to this place at once, arriving here 
on the evening of the same day the arrested 
party had gone on their way. Learning a 
true description of thé parties, the sheriff 
himself became convinced that the Smiths 
were not of the crowd and returned without 
any further pursuit. 

LaGrange Reporter: Riley Rosser, alias 
Major, who is reputed to be a negro of despe- 
rate character, and said to be ‘‘wanted’’ in 
Atlanta and elsewhere for his misdeeds, has 
been living with two women, one of whom 
was his lawful wife, the other was his by no 
legal tie. Finaliy leaving him, No. 2 was 
hired by Celia Ann Robinson, the wife of 
Albert Robinson, who lives on Mr. J. H. 
Glanton’s place, Thither went Rosser on Sat- 
urday morning last and began cursing and 
abusing his late affinity. Thereupon, Celia 
Annordered him to desist arid threatened 
him with the marshal. This in- 
censed him that he instantly drew his 
pistol and fired two shots at her, one taking 
effect, the other missing its aim. The ball—a 
No. 2—struck a riband glanced. coming out 
at the back, producing only a flesh wound in 
the right side. Drs. Callaway and Gaffney 
dressed it, and the woman is now doing very 
well. Rosser immediately fled, goin in the 
direction of Long Cane creek. Marshal Ware, 
as soon as he was notified, started in pursuit, 
being aided by several colored men, 
who volunteered their services. [he criminal 
was tracked through plowed ground to the 
creek =) when all clue was lost. It is 
believed and hoped that he will yet be brought 
to justice for one of the most wanton and un- 
provoked deeds ever committed. It is thought 
he has taken the back track for Atlanta. 
Albert Robinson offers a reward or twenty- 
five dollars for the arrest and confinement of 
Rosser. 
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Save Native Hay and Sew Sma!! Grain. 

EDITORS CONSTITUTION—Recognizing the fact that 
you have done so much in the past, and are willing 
still to labor for the advancement of the interests of 
agriculture, and realizing the necessity for your 
good olflices at this crisis, I presume upon your 
public-spirited interests in the welfare of the far- 
mers of Georgia in submitting a few suggestions for 
their benefit, and in asking that you urge my views 
editorially if they meet your approval. 

You anunounce this morning the approaching 
meeting of the state agricultural society in this 
city on the l4thinst The conventions of this soci 
ety are composed of representative farmers—dele- 
gates from local societies—from every part of the 
state, who return from the conventions to their 
constituents freighted with ideas gathered from an 
interchange of thought with their brother farmers, 
with whom they come in contact during these 
meetings, On their return home they retail what 
they learn at the convention to their clubs and to 
their neighbors, and thus leaven the lump with the 
ferment of ideas brewed by the friction of thought 
and experience excited by these meetings. 

In view therefore of the opportuneness of the oc- 
casion I write toask you to urge upon the farmers 
of the state the importance, yea, necessity, of sow- 
ing liberal acres in small grain. with such prepara- 
tion and fertilization as will insure good results. 

The sma!l grain crops Were light last spring and 
the corn and other forage crops have been materi- 
ally cut off by the drouth. 

The prospects for a supply of forage for next win- 
ter’s feeding is, at present, far from promising. It 
behooves the prudent man, therefore, to avail him- 
self of every possible source of supply which will 
supplement the present and prospective deficiency. 
There arejtwo sources of such‘supplygwhich I wish 
to urge upon the attention of the farmers through 
THE CONSTITUTION, as the most generally read jour- 
nal in the state. 

There are few farms on whicha liberal supply of 
native hay may not be saved durivg the months of 
Augustand september. This hay cost nothing but 
to harvest and house it and get it cut at the proper 
stage—just as it gets fairly in bloom—answers every 
purpose of long forage, andif fed in liberal quanti- 
ty, enables the farmer to economise in grain. 

Idle stock will maintain their condition without 
grain if fed upon sweet hay ad libitum. 

Large quantities of crabgrass hay may be saved 
on most farmsat very small cost. If cut before the 
seed form, it makesa hay which has few superiors. 
Even the common broomsedge, if eut before it 
bleoms, makesa fair quality of hay. 

BARL®Y, AYE, OATs AND WHEAT. 

These are our best and most reliable winter 
grasses, for they are as truly g: asses as orchardgrass, 
bluegrass, or timothy. 

Barley and rye, either mixed orseparately, should 
be sown during this month or early in September 
inallof the upper half of the state urs the 
greatest benefit from them. They may be sown 
liter in the southern half with good eff-c’, 

There are two methods of sowing these grasses 
for winter use, one for cutting and feeding green 
through the winter, and the other to be pastured by 
the stuck. 

If intended to be cut green itis best to sow in 
drills fifteen to twenty four inches apart on very 
thoroughly prepared and highly manured land. 

The furrow opened for the reception of the seed 
should be b.oad atd shallow, so that the grain 
will cover a breadth of six inches in the 
drill. Barley requires excessivel 7 rich 
ground to grow well, and while 
rye will do better on such land, it wi!l projuce on 
land on which barley will utterly fail. If the land 
is very fertile rye and barley may be mixed and 
sown in the driil together to give variety to the food. 
Indeed both wheatand oats may be added to the 
mixture to advantage. Noone who has tried this 
method of supplying green food for stock in winter 
can fully appreciate its value. Ihave cut rye daily 
from the 15th of November through the entire win- 
ter. There are several advantages in sowing in 
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drills and cutting the forage, over sowing broadcast 


to be grazed by the stock. 

In the first place, one acre well manured and 
sown thickly in the drill, say three busheis per 
acre of the mixed grain, and cut daily and fed to 
the stock, will keep as many stock as four acres of 
equally as good laud :own broadcast and pastured. 
When thus fed, the stock consume the whole 
product, while if pastured the hoofs destroy much 
and the droppings from the animajs render more 
distasteful to them, Besides, this the tramping of 
the soil during wet weather through the wiuter and 
spring causes serious injury to its. mechanical con- 
dition, from which it does not recover during the 
ensuing summer. 

Fresh manure from the stable or cow lot should 
not be used in the drills, lest the stock refuse w eat 
the forage grown over them. Either of these will an 
swerif well rotted. BuatMr. Editor, lam extending 
this communication beyond its intended limits, my 
object being toinduce you to urge the necessitay of 
sOWiug small grain not only for consumptiou in 
greeu soiling the stock during winter oe spring, 
put liberalareas of both wheat and oats for next 
year’s crop. 

From two to three bushels of rust proof oats sown 
in September ou good land weli manured, will 
prove the most profitable crop on the farm in vjew 
of the short crop of corn produced this year, in coOn- 
sequence of the drouth 

You will add to the claims you already have upon 
the farmers if you will persistently keep this matter 
before their minds. One more point and | will

Advise farmers that neither northern nor west- 
ern barley or rye are worth sowing here, whether 
for pasturage or for seed. Thisisa vital question.

TAX LAYING AND TAX PAYING — FIRST 
PRINCIPLES. 

Washington, Jefferson and the fathers of 
the republic practiced and counselled fre- 
quent resort to first principles. We could 
abundantly verify this by quotations, but the 
Declaration of Independence, Washington’s 
farewell address, the whole scope of the Fed- 
eralist are all full to overflowing of such ap- 
peals to first principles. In the light of prin- 
ciple let us study the relations of government 
to taxation. The field of tax reform we would 
approach with a measuring rod in our hands. 
Federal taxation isa waste howling wilder- 
ness; it is intended to be kept so. 

Any survey must bea rough one to begin 
with. Wewould measure principles, meas- 
ure methods and measure amounts. We 
shallthus immensely strengthen our con- 
victions and better understand our remedies. 
And first as to principles: The great guiding 
principle is: Government is but an exchange 
of Public services for Private services. Polit- 
ical economists have some times been puzzled 
as to the exact place of taxation im their 
scheme. 

Bastiat presents the solution with unusual 
clearness—government being the exchange 
of public for private services—th@ relation is 
not accidental, but strictly logicaf. Taxation 
pays watchmen to keep guard over the laborer 
and the fruits of his labor. The officers of 
government are the agents of the people for 
public services. Elections are the appoint- 
ment of these agents, and taxation 
the means for their justcompensation, Such 
being the relations taxation and the benefits 
of government are reciprocal, and should, as 
far as possible, be commensurate. The cifi- 
zen should pay so much and receive so much 
inreturn. Yet this simple proposition was 
long undiscovered, and rulers even now deny, 
or refuse to act, on it, while tax payers do not 
understand and enforce their rights. 

This is the key to the principle of taxation 
—the measuring rod we need. Applying this 
test principle of mutual services, to the state 
governments—they generally stand the test 
very well.

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COLON!ZATION SCHEME. 


Colvred Men Prepartng to Form Extenslve Colonles in 
South Carolina. 

CHARLESTON, August 11.—Private advices to the 
News and Courier from Washington, D.C., report 
the formation there of a powerful secret organiza- 
tion of leading having for its object the 
colonization of negroes in South Carolina and else- 
where. Many members of the organization, it is 
said, hold lucrative government and 

red Douglafs is understood to favor the scheme. 
Meetings are constantly being held in Washington 
to advance the movement, but wiih such secrecy 
as not to attract public attention. It is proposed 
to keep the matter quiet until a definite plan of 
action has been aetermined upon anda desiiable 
place for settlement selected. The whele scheme 
will then be suddenly made publie and fully 
discussed at mass meetings of the race in Washing- 
ton and elsewhere, This organization is of especial 
concern to South Carolina, as, it is claimed, the 
negroes here already vastly outnumbering 
the whites, it would be easier to colonize 
them here and to crowd out the whites 
than to remove them to the far west. Itis proposed 
to select all that territory lying between the Edisto 
and Savannah rivers and extending from the sea to 
Aiken county, buy up the lands and encourage ne- 
groes to immigrate here from all parts of the coun- 
try. Itisrepresented that much landed property 
in this part of the state isalready owned by negroes, 
and that the soiland climate are well adapted to 
the occupations and interests of the raee. The 
western part of Indian territory and a portion of 
Texas bounded onthe south by tributaries of the 
Red river are also suggested as suit- 
able places for colonizing negroes. Some favor vet- 
tlements on the Yazoo river, Mississippi,

MODERN NOVELTIES IN DECORA- 
TION. 


Some Lockirggiess Riflections Show ing Whet the 
Whims of Fas ion Are Doirg to Embeilieh 
the Fashionebie Household Interior-— 

Bridal Mirrors — Zte,, E:c.

s» When the decree went forth from the sapost- 
les ofwestheticism that the pier-glass and chiina- 
ney plate should be sent to the auction-room, 
it was not to be supposed that mirrors should 
have no further recognition in the fashion- 
able home. Soin the revolution ample pro 
vision was made in the way ofa substitute, 
and full swing given for originality of design 
and arrangement. A number of smal! mirrors 
of various shapes and sizes, placed in different 
parts of the room and at various angles, re 
flecting the light and breaking the regularity, 
is now the proper thing, and great ingenuity 
is displayed in the hanging and framing of 
these pretty but expensive luxuries. The 
broad mirror that formerly covered the entire 
chimney-breast from mantel to ceiling is re 
placed by a mantel cabinet of various artisti 
cally cut compartments, suitable for holding 
a clock and odd bits of bric-a-brac. 

The cabinet may be any height, though a 
preference is shown for a low style. It is 
quite essential, however, to have the base- 
board fully as long as the mantel shelf. The 
wood or tile 1s selected to suit the fancy, but 
in case the natural wood is chosen the back- 
ground must be made up of a series of small 
plates of French bevel-edged mirrors. Often 
the center shelf is mirror lined, and the re- 
mainder may be cushioned with plush or 
satin, hand-painted, or inlaid with choice 
plaques, though there is also a fancy for in- 
seriing small panels of delicate carving. In 
the latter case it is desirable to face the chim- 
ney wall wi‘h some rich dark hanging that 
will.show off the skillful work of the carver. 
When the rectangular mirror first appeared it 
was almost an impossibility to supply the de- 
mand. The glass measured about twenty-two 
inches square and was hung diagonally. But 
the novelty was short lived, and, although the 
style has not been abandoned, the angular 
mirror, with its olive plush frame, has been 
removed and huug~in the hall or on the stair- 
case. If, asin the present style of architec- 
ture, the flight is cut by landings, one of these 
really pretty ornaments is hung at the land- 
ing. Beneath or near by may be an oddlittle 
tab!e tucked into the corner, and ornamented 
with a few prints, photographs, some unique 
bronze, or any trifle calculated to please or 
edify the listless guest on his way to the 
breakfast-room. But this is acknowledged to 
bea very dangerous place for a valuable 
knickknack, owing to the perils arising from 
unruly children, inquisitive visitors, or the 
flying drapery of some agile damsel. 

Reneath the mirror often isa catch-all made 
of limoges, some expensive china, or simply 
of odd shaped willow waste-basket garnished 
with ribbon and flowers. Here isa suitapie 
place for the disagreeable letter or circular re- 
ceided at table. or the masticated toothpick 
and the bundred and one scraps and strings 
and faded flowers which the family shyly 
throws en the floor, making a world of trouble 
for the housekeeper. For parlors, halls, 
chambers and sitting-rooms where these small 
mirrors are hung, they are framed with plush, 
velvet, or tapestry to harmonize with the 
furniture. The favor in which these oddly 
shaped glasses are held has led to a new in- 
terest in their ornamentation. 

Stained woods offer a suitable canvas for a 
painting or composition of still life, and very 
pretty landscapes illustrating the seasons or 
various stages of life are there on depicted. 
Ivies, morning glories, trailing-arbutus and 
other creeping vines are trained over the 
edges of the glassin gracefal and realistic 
style. Rich frames of red velour are gorgeous- 
ly decorated with needlework, beads and 
moorish spangles, but rarely paint, as the 
affinity of pigment and plush is not generally 
admired. Not infrequently the glass itself 
shows the skill of an artist in the delicate gar 
lapds and tendrils that creep along the beve- 
or roam several inches from the framel 
When the mirror is intended for a birthday 
present the decorations are typical of the 
month or season. Bridal mirrors are framed 
in white velvet, or better, broadcloth, and. 
embroidered with colored flowers, such as 
blush roses, forget-me-nots, heart’s ease, or 
ripened cereals. Then a cluster of orange 
blossoms, white hyacinth or jasmine, or a 
sprig of pink hawthorn delicately painted 
mav be carelessly tossed in one corner of the 

lass, with the monogram near It, or, perhaps, 

the addition of a pair of cooing doves 
further up the design may be made still more 
pertinent. ‘There is, however, a danger into 
which many amateurs fall—that of killing the 
effect by overdoing the. work. Extravagance 
spoils many things besides youth and dic- 
tion. 
Avother pretty glass may be designed by 
painting or transferring dark roses or birds of 
plumage onto a black frame; or, 1n case it Is a 
mottled frame, by decorating the glass one- 
fourth of its depth with water lillies and 
leaves. Wood-brown plush fora frame, if 
treated with some green grasses and autumn 
leaves, is pleasing and novel, and, if the 
housewife is so situated as to be able to secure 
the services of a talented artist, the glass may 
be bordered with medallions of fancy heads 
separated by bars of gold or rough sketches of 
perspective. But this fancy would be a trifle 
too ambitious tor a novice to attempt, : 

Small hand classes, intended fora dressing 
case. a work basket or writing desk, are now 
prettily ornamented by sand blasting or emery 
engraving. This is usually done to order by 
the druggist or dealer in such novelties. 
Gentlemen’s mirrors have only the initials or 
monogram inscribed, but gift mirrors bear the 
Christian or pet name, with perhaps the date 
annexed. Especially in this the case when 
the recipient isa bride. Then the monogram 
is scrolled in a border of leaves typical of 
strength or fidelity, and the date is al ways at- 
tached. One mirror seen by the writer came 
from a former sweetheart of the bride, and 
across the base—it was a beautiful white 
French plate—was the inscription: “Knell, 
4-29-1883.". When the newly wedded bride, 
with her husband at her-side, saw it for the 
first time she explained, with a touch of em- 
barassment, ‘that it came from Mr.——,, of 
Detroit, but I don’t see what he put that on 
for.’ The groom’s expression, Nnowever, be- 
trayed no such ignorance, and when he found 
that the mysterious knell would not yield to 
his vocket-knife he laid it down with a bit of 
annoyance. 

Bridal bedstead have been made with plain 
head-boards inlaid with glass, but the novelty 
did no take, for a creature has need of large 
facial beauty to plunge from a pillow toa 
mirror. A similar fate met the rockers, sofas 
and orm-chairs, which some ignoramus sent 
out for the spring trade a year ago. But no 
objection is made to the plate of imported 
giass inserted in the bottoms ol folding beds, 
which, when shut up, have all the appearance- 
of a new style of pier glass. In like manner 
the Sileahes used in hotels and hall bed- 
rooms are made. As there are no closets a 
clothes press of some kind is imperative, but 
jhe monstrous wardrobe would be unendur- 
able did not the long panels in the doors com - 
pensate in a measure for its hideous dimen 
B1OUS. 

Side-boards, china closets and cases fo 
holding costly table-ware have glass doors in 
front showing the precious cups and saucers 
and glassware, multiplied by their own re- 
flection in the mirrors p/aced in the back of 
the dresser. In some homes the stationary 
basins have the casing paneled with mirror, 
and not unfrequently fenders are lined with 
a plate of quicksilver, which imparts con- 
siderable beauly to the room.
